SEVERAL^ FIRES 


High St. Engine House Visit­ 


ed by Fire 


The High street engine house 
had a 
narrow escape from being burned to the 
ground this morning, and much praise Is 
due John Duffy for notifying the mem­ 
bers of that house and also the firemen 
for the good work they performed after 
being notified.

Dr. Baldw in said in an Interview : 
"The subject of adm itting wom en a s 
delegates was first agitated at the g en ­

At the general conference in 
1896 six wom en were elected, but two 
w ithdrew .

discussion 
took place, and it w as decided that the 
w om en might take their seats with title 
ti dispute. 
The four declined to accept 
this condition, and 
w ithdrew .

hurch, but although a large m ajority

Tells of Work of

LONDON, Doc. 18 The war office is­ 
sued today a list of the British casualties 
at Zeefontain, Dee. ll. when Col. F ir­ 
m a n s camp, consisting of throe compan­ 
ies of yeomanry and two guns, was suc­ 
cessfully rushed by Boer forces 
under 
command OI General D<*\V®i. 
The length of the list demonstrated the 
entire success ol 
De We Cs attack. Six 
officers and 58* men were killed; eight oth­ 
e r s were wounded aud four arc missing. 
It Is presumed that the missing officers 
were taken along with the

guns. 
Tile numbers of the non-commissioned 
officers and men wounded and men m iss­ 
ing have not yet been received, but the 
aggregate number promises to in ike the 
Zeefoutein affair a memorable disaster 
to the British. 
Simultaneous with the above, the w ar 
office gave out 
ii despatch from Lord 
Kitchener chronicling a minor success of 
tin* South African 
constabulary, 
who 
raided Botheville md captured 30 Bons. 
Iii a subsequent message, Lord K itch­ 
ener. sends a stirring account of 
the 
lighting at Z ed o rhein, showing that tho 
wounded and prisoners must
